An Irish Politician. ' 


Mr.. P. J. Hannon, the Conservative 
M.P. for the Moseley Division, Eirming- 
ham, whose engazement was announced 
very recently, was born at Tavrane, near 
Kilfree Junction, Co. Sligo, fifty-seven 
years ago. He has had an interesting and 
varied career. He was educated at Dublin 
University, the Royal. College of Science 
and the Royal University, and began his 
career as organiser for the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society almost thirty 
years ago. For several years he devoted 
all his talents to the then unpopular, 
because misunderstood, task of organising 
co-operative societies for farmers through- 
out rural Ireland. , 

After spending a few years in South 
Africa, where, at the request of the 
Government, he was engaged in re- 
organising the dairy industry of the Union, 
Mr. Hannon returned to England, and at 
once interested himself in British politics. 
Associating himself actively with the 
campaign for a “‘ Big Navy,” he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Navy League, 
and became a conspicuous figure in 
British politics. During the War he 
entered whole-heartedly into the agitation 
for stern measures against Germany at 
the conclusion of hostilities, and in 1918 
was selected by the Conservative Party 
as their candidate in the Moseley 
Division. 

Mr. Hannon’s first wife, a daughter of 
Mr. Thomas Wynne, Castlebar, whom he 
married in 1894, died in 1928. 


Economy in Hollywood. 


I notice that economy is now the watch- 
word in Hollywood; for the bankers who 
control supplies have insisted that films 
shall be made with as little waste as 
possible.

A 
ship set was built, which was so large 
that it filled the stage, with the result 
that there was no room for the camera.

for it. Then there was a film made called 
The March of Time.”

Lights,’ which Dublin has at last 
to see at the Metropole Cinema 
is “not quite the old Chaplin, it 
 Charlie’’ who is the greatest of 
all screen artists and the laughter-maker to 
the world “ City Lights” is certainly one 
of the outstanding films of its time but it 
Jacks that comic crescendo which made the. 
older pictures begin in a smile and end in 
a roar. It lacks, too, something of the 
rhythm which made such a film as “The 
Kid” akin to a silent symphony of grotesque 
motion. In “City Lights’’ the humour seems 
to be premeditated; there is little of that 
unconscious, or apparently unconscious, 
humour in uncomfortable predicaments which 
gave “ The Gold Rush” or ‘‘ Shoulder Arms” 
such popularity. In his older films “ Charlie,” 
as he is still termed in the cast list of ‘‘ City 
Lights,” secured most of his effects py 
scoring off the other fellow, but in this new 
film he rarely makes such scores; and the 
scenes of embarrassment are not prolonged 
sufficjently to dissolve the pathos in the fiood 
of laughter. Many of the scenes end in 
pathos, and the pathetic note becomes in- 
creasingly pronounced as the story works to 
its climax. j 
PITY UNALLOYED. 

Probably everyone is now familiar with the 
story, which shows how “ Charlie”’ fell in 
love with a blind flower-seller, now he secured 
money for her cure, and how she discovers 
the identity of her deliverer. The first 
moment of unalloyed pathos comes when the 
blind girl, in the act of drawing fresh water 
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from a public fountain for her flowers, un 
wittingly throws water into the face of the 
outcast as he sits by the railing gazing into 
her face with rapt expresison. ‘he second 
comes when he loses the boxing match 
through which he had hoped to find the 
money necessary for her treatment by a great 
eye specialist. But it is ir tne final scene. 
when the girl identifies the outcast with her 
benefactor, that sentimentality secures the 
upper hand after a valiant struggle.  ‘* City 
Lights’ is, in fact, the work of a more 
serious man, but certainly not the work cf 
a greater artist; its climax is too close to 
| sentimentality to be really artistic. The girl 
may laugh at the ragged outcast before she 
knows who he is, but the audience cannot 
share her unconscious merriment because it 
already knows. 


HUMOROUS INCIDENTS. 

The effect of this seriousness is to make 
“City Lights’’ less riotously funny than 
previous Chaplin films, but there remains 
sufficient laughter to make all other - film 
‘comedies ” look pretentious. Chaplain has 
left his fantastic world, and has come into 
the real world, as Ibsen would have under- 
stood it, so that thete is something of Ibsen 
now where once there was more of Barrie. 
Of course, it is possible to laugh at a Barrie 
play, and there are numerous opportunities 
for unrestrained laughter in “City Lights ”' 
The film opens with one, where the tramp 
is found asleep on the knees of the dominant 
figure on the newly-unveiled monument, and 
in his effort to descend finds himself impaled 
upon a spear held by one of the symbolic 
figures. ‘Lhis scene is in itself alone worthy 
of a visit. Then there is the boxing match, 
in which something of the old Chaplin is per- 
mitted to appear; there is the eating of the 
streamers in the restaurant instead of the 
spaggheti; there is the rescue of the eccentric 
millionaire and the drinking at that worthy’s 
home ; there is the swallowed whistle and its

GENERAL ATTITUDE. 


Thus, by the time ths article is in the 
hands of Jrish Times readers on Tuesday, 
the deadlock may have been dissolved, and 
far-reaching political changes may give evi- 
dence of Britain’s mighty effort of self- 
preservation. But, however this may be, it 
Is convenient at this stage to examine the 
attitude of the General Council of the T.U.C. 
and the theories which give rise to it. There 
is a constitutional side and there is an 
economic side to its pretentions. It is with 
the latter that we are mainly concerned in 
our examination of Britain’s present problem 
from the standpoint of economico-finance.

Britain’s trouble, and they are 
by no means yet adequately exposed and 
exploded. : 

In these days of extended publicity and 
the Trades Union Council, and, a fortiori, its 
(ener il Council, are in no sense organs of the 
British Constitution They have as much, 
and as little, right to be consulted as to 
national policy as the Automobile Associa- 
tion, the Salvation Armv or the Federatior 
of British Industries. They appear to be 
one of several constituent bodies whose com- 
bination or loose alliance produced the Labour 
Party. and, having a certain representative 
capacity regarding trades union matters, thev 
and their views naturally have weight in 
Labour Party calculations of the will of the 
electorate. But that is all. The unions 
themselves comprise, roughly, about one-tenth 
of the total population, and not more than 
one-sixth of the electorate. Constitutionally, 
while representing certain special interests 
of trades unionists, they cannot be said to 
represent the political views of their members, 
and they are unable to bind or pledge their 
members in political matters; for their 
members retain all their individual rights 
of political combination, and of affecting 
public policy by action in public meeting 
assembled, and by exercising the parha- 
mentary franchise. ‘But, true to the type of 
officialdom always and everfwhere, the 
officials of the trades union movement have 
gras at power, and the General Council 
of the T.U.C. has been apt to arrogate to

T.U.C.’"S VIEWS, 


The economic views upon which the General 
Council of the T.U.C. has taken its stand 
are no new thing. They were fully repre- 
sented in the discussions of Sir George May’s 
Committee on National Expenditure, and. 
failing there of acceptance by the majority 
of five, they are embodied in a minority 
report signed by their two supporters. They 
also received a hearing, so far as relevant, 
before the Royal Commission on Unemploy- 
ment Insurance and Lord Macmillan’s Com- 
mittee on Finance and Industry, where, after 
adding, perhaps, a little colour to the respec- 
tive reports, they met with no general accept- 
ance or approval. They stand now, there. 
fore, before the public, which is looking 
anxiously to its responsible advisers in a 
moment of supreme crisis, as extremist 
views which have been rejected by a repre- 
sentative committee specially appointed by 
the House of Commons to investigate the 
whole subject. And be it remembered—and, 
indeed, there will be few inclined to forget 
it at this moment—that Sir Gorge May’s 
Committee report when issued received the 
striking and terrible endorsement of the 
failure of the exchanges and the resultant 
crisis with which Britain is at this moment 
dealing. What voter of any ga in Britain 
who is of responsible habit and reasoned views 
will tolerate, much less ask for, a rediscus- 
sion of these views at such a moment? 

The minority report (appended to the May 
Committee report) tells us on page 229 :— 

‘The existing social “services have 
been slowly built up with the general 
approval of all citizens ot good-will and 

and their essential value is, 
perhaps, most clearly demonstrated in 
the fact that their existence has 
materially assisted this eountry to with- 
stand the shock of unparalleled economic 
depression better, perhaps, than any 
other country in tha world. 

“We can see no special reason why 
a period of economic difficulty should 
necessarily be required to bear its own 
financial burden at the price of scaling 
down social services, and we do not 
share the pessimism which discerns 
signs of only remote recovery.”’ 


THE SLUMP. 


We can share an enthusiasm for social ser- 
vices if properly devised, and within the 
limits of ‘practicable expenditure. But the

‘appreciation of Britain’s position in relation 


to the world slump is lamsetably miscon- 
ceived, and the rather perky optimism as 
to a not remote recovery has already, within 
a few weeks, been disappointed with tragic 
emphasis. Britain suffers from more than 
the world slump. She provides her own 
causes for her own slump. Lord Macmillan’s 
Committee [para. 99] found that there was 
world depression, but that in Britain there 
was depression “ in relation to the state of 
the rest of the world.” Again the minority 
report [p. 270] says:— 

“ We do not, however, agree that the 
kind of economy contemplated ’’ [1.e., in 
the main report] ‘‘ would be conducive 
to a restoration of trade or increased 
employment, or that a pre-war standard 
of prosperity could be accepted as being 
in any degree compatible with the enor- 
mously increased wealth-producing capa- 
city of to-day. Moreover, we consider 
that many of the recommendations of 
our colleagues would, in their operation, 
impose an unfair measure of sacrifice 
upon certain large sections of the com- 
munity, many of whom are already feel- 
ing, with considerable and growing 
severity, the effects of what has been

graphically described as the ‘ economic 
lizzard,’ but wouid fail to lay under 
any comparable contribution others more 
favourably situated, many of whom are 
enjoying, to the extent of their fixed 
income, effortless benefits from the in- 
creased value of money, due to falling 
rices.

ECONOMY AND TAXATION, 


It has been necessary thus to quote at 
some length so as to avoid the possibility of 
misrepresenting an argument which we are 
about to rebut.

There must be, in the view of 
these amiable, or predatory, according as 
your view may be, idealists, little or ro 
economising, but there must be taxation, 
carefully devised and of a socially discriminat- 
ory character, to balance the Budget.

the tax-gatherer. Identical money, paid in 
wages, pensions, unemployment benefit, 
salaries, etc., to the approved class, which 
is to be immune from sacrifice, is passed over 
in silence, though it must necessarily have 
been just as lavish of ‘‘ fortuitous blessings ”’ 
and the like. And, in the name of social 
justice and equality of sacrifice, these addi- 
tional burdens are to be cast upon those who 
have had to count amongst their ‘“ un- 
covenanted benefits’’ such sacrifices as 
swollen income tax, super-tax, death duties, 
and losses, both of capital and ot income, 
by the failure of trade and the depressions 
of the Stock Exchange. This is surely class 
jealousy run mad. ‘The effect, on the nation 
at large, of a similar though. so far, less 
drastic policy, has been, as we have seen, to 
drain the country of ts liquid capital 
resources. Thus there can be no hope of 
saving the nation’s finances found in the 
roposals of the General Council of the 

rades Union Congress, 

As to ' tha economic blizzard ’ and its 
effect upon the general econumic and financial 
position in Britain, there has been a good 
deal of misunderstanding, not only in T.U.C. 
circles, Some very valuable and illuminating 
figures ara to be found in Board of Trade 
show how, in certain 
aspecis, it has affected Britain and her trade 
balance. They also tend to displace the 
T.U.C. version of the existing facts and the 
resulting problem. And lastly ard, ‘perhaps, 
most important of all, they prove the existence 
of certain tendencies of which it is urgent 
that British policy shoull take account if 
President Hoover’s 
national sphere is to succeed in raising 
prices—and of which, so far, onsible dis- 
cussion has been silent. In the following 
article the relevant figures will be given and 
their main purport illustrated in a chart.

: BELFAST, Monday. 

HE news of the resignation of the 

‘Socialist Government in Great Britain 
was received this morning with feelings «1 
relief in Belfast. Ever. since the advent 
of the Labour. administration two years 
ago Northern Ireland has been in an 
anxious. condition. English — Socialists 
never have had much sympathy with the 
people of the Six Counties, and the dis- 
appearance from office of the Conserva- 
tives placed Viscount Craigavon and his 
colleagues of the Northern Ministry in a 
highly awkward position. Their policy 
always has been one of the closest possible 
co-operation with His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom, and 
nothing could have been more anomalous 
than the spectacle of the’ Belfast Cabinet. 
which is ultra-Tory, trying to keep 
absolutely. in step with the British 
Socialists. The Northern Government 
depends very largely on Whitehall] for the 
balancing of its Budget. Previously it 
had received the utmost consideration 
from Conservative Chancellors; but Mr. 
Snowden hardly could be expected to see 
eye to eye with his Belfast vis a vis, and 
during the last two years the relations 
between the two Exchequers have not been 
of the most cordial. 


NEW HOPE. 


Now that a Coalition. Government 's 
being formed “in Great Britain the 
Northern authorities hope tat their needs 
will be treated once more in a sympathetic 
manner. It is true that Mr. Snowden is 
remaining by the side of Mr. Raneav 
Macdonald, and that Northern Ireland 
would have preferred almost any other 
Chancellor to be at the Treasury ; but the 
presence of four stalwart Conservatives in 
the new Cabinet will give new heart to 
Stormont Castle; and if; by any chance, 
there should be a: question of a revenu 
tariff, we may be sure that the Northern 
linen trade will make every possible e fort 
to secure its inclusion in any fiscal 
changes that may be made.

Now that the hustle and bustle of the 
Ulster Motor Week is over, most of the 
thousands of visitors to the province have 
gone, but still many have remained over to 
‘take stock ” of their surroundings. No 
tourist should leave Ulster without seeing 
the beauties of County Down, tlie most 
interesting county in Northern Ireland. In 
days of long ago it was the land of mighty 
struggles between the O’Neills and their 
hereditary foes, the O’Donnells.

A National Cabinet. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, with a handful 
of his colleagues, has preferred his country 
to his party; and yesterday, at the King’s 
request, he undertook to form a National 
Government. The new Cabinet will be 
small, as befits a Cabinet of action. It 
will include Mr. Baldwin, Sir Herbert 
Samuel, some half-dozen of their leading 
heutenants, and probably four members 
of the late Ministry, of whom Mr. 
Snowden—who. has the courage of his 
convictions, whether wise or unwise—will 
be the most important. This emergency 
Cabinet. will devote itself wholly to those 
financial, economies which alone can 
save the State. Its task will need 
courage and resolution; for, by their 
acknowledgment of the nation’s sickness 
and of the only possible cure, Messrs. 
Macdonald -and Snowden have sacrificed 
the bulk of their former folloWing. It is 
known that at least nine of the late 
Ministers, including Mr. Arthur Hender- 
son, remain unyielding champions of the 
dole. To-morrow a special meeting of the 
General Council of the Trades Union 
Congress and of the Labour Party’s 
Executive will repudiate the National 
Government. The political experts cal- 
culate that unrepentant Socialism will 
keep some 240 of the 280 Labour members 
in the House of Commons. Supported by 
the other forty, and by the mass of the 
Conservative and Liberal members, the 
National Government will have a majority 
of about one hundred in the coming 
session. 

Ancient Rome knew many crises, but it 
was only the direst which invoked the 
summons Videant consules. Such a crisis 
confronts England now, and it is her good 
fortune that, while her statesmen fumbled 
and argued, her King acted. Once more in 
these democratic days the British Monarchy 
has justified itself; once more King 
George’s patriotism and vision put the 
whole Empire heavily in his debt. With- 
out His Majesty’s intervention, indeed, 
events might have driven the political 
leaders to the present solution; but 
precious time might have been wasted, 
and for many days, if not weeks, the 
nation’s spare diet might have been that 
hope deferred which | makes the heart 
sick. Now Mr. Macdonald’s policy cf 
‘‘ equal sacrifices for all;’’ which a week 
ago was merely a counsel of perfection, 
will become a political and economic fact. 
The Budget must be balanced; the sum 
of at least .£120,000,000, which this 
purpose requires, must be found mainly 
by ruthless economies and, in some 
measure, by new taxation. It is certain 
that the scale of unemployment benefits 
will suffer a sharp reduction. The salaries

Some of them may 
hate the thought, but it remains true that 
Great Britain and Ireland stand or fall 
together. The forthcoming battle at 
Westminster will be as surely a battle 
for the Free State’s wealth and peace as 
if it were fought on the floor of the 
Parliament chamber in Leinster House. 


Stage and Screen. 


Signs that the film’s stranglehold upon 
entertainment is drawing to a close crowd 
thick and fast: -A new theatre which was 
opened in, London last Saturday gave 
an entertainment that consisted half of 
film and half of “variety.” This encroach- 
ment of the spoken stage—we lament that 
it must be called an encroachment—is but 
one of many indications that popular taste 
has suffered a change. A huge film 
circuit, controlling theatres both in the 
United States and in Europe, has realised 
the need for, at least, a plentiful .uter- 
spersion of variety turns for a long time 
past; and its houses have proved the 
salvation of numerous artists who other- 
wise would have shared the general, fate 
of their fellows. Furthermore, a great 
part of the “film war” carried on 
between different combines across the 
Atlantic has been conducted with the help 
of mercenaries from the music-halls. The 
magnates have found that it is not 
necessarily the house which shows the best 
pictures that draws the people, but the 
house which. puts on the brightest and 
best ‘‘ supporting programme ”’ of vaude- 
ville. Popular taste, it is true, did not 
compel these turns to be introduced in the 
first place; actually, what moved the 
magnates was the fact that there were not 
nearly enough films to go round all their 
houses. Yet, if popular taste did not put 
them there, it has kept them there, and 
now is insisting that a larger and larger 
share of the programmes shall be allotted 
to vaudeville turns. We hold no par- 
ticular brief for “ variety.’’ At its best it 
can be artistic and delightful entertain- 
ment; but it is very seldom at its best. 
Even at its worst, however, it is human,

Some day a decent and satis- 
factory balance will be struck between 
the two forms of entertainment ; but, until 
that day arrives, all lovers of art will hope 
that man may hold his own. 


Chinese Bandits, 


A formidable, but romantic, collection of 
Chinese brigands has been routed and well- 
nigh exterminated. This organisation, 
which had terrorised the province of 
Fukien for many months, was known as the 
“ Big. Knives ’’—the nomenclature smacks 
more strongly of the Loop-of Chicago than 
of China, but crime is developing a deplor- 
able tendency to standardisation. It is, or 
was until a few days ago, a particularly 
exclusive company of brigands; for not 
merely did its members receive no set 
wages, but the recruit actually had to pay 
an entrance fee of £3-10s. before the privi- 
leges of membership were extended to him.

~ The peculiarly intimate relations of the 
Irish Free State with Great Britain, both 
‘m regard to trade and finance, make it 
inevitable that the present crisis will affect 
this country. People in close touch with 
the Stock Exchange agree that, so far, the 
repercussions have been very slight, but 
when the new Government get busy with 
the plans already outlined the effects will 
be very quickly felt. In view of the large 
sums of Free State money invested in 
British securities, and the certainty that 
dividends will be substantially lower, the 
holders of such securities must be pre- 
pared to expect smaller incomes from these 
sources. Similarly, in the case of trade, 
with values steadily falling, the results 
will inevitably be smaller. Virtually all 
but a very small fraction of the Free 
State’s external trade is done with Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. It will be 
recalled that it was mainly because of this 
fact that the Banking Commission, when 
considering the currency question in 
1926-27, strongly recommended that the 
pound stefling should be made the basis 
of the new system. 


OUR BETTER POSITION. 


From other points of view the Free State, 
it is expected, will not be called upon to 
suffer to the same extent as Britain. Its 
financial position is, relatively s aking, 
much better. Its national debt does not 
exceed the amount of one year’s Budget, 
and in regard to its Unemployment Fund, 
which has been the chief 'trouble with 
Great Britain, the position here is vastly 
better. When the Free State was set up 
the fund was £900,000 in debt. Since then 
more than £500,000 has been paid off, and 
only last year the Government was able to 
make a substantial reduction in the con- 
tributions payable both by the employers 
and the employed. Actually there is in 
the Free State no “ dole ” system as it 1s 
known in Great Britain. “eg

Swimming for Seamen. 

The news that the Admiralty have felt 
constrained to prohibit lower-deck pro- 
motions, unless the ratings concerned have 
passed the standard or provisional 
swimming tests, will “be a revelation to 
that large section of the general public 
who have been wont to believe that 
aquatics was one of the first essentials 
of a seaman. Such, however, seems to 
be far from the case. It is really sur- 
prising to find what a large percentage of 
men serving in the Navy fleet would drown 
if they were unfortunate enough to topple 
-overboard and were left to their own 
resources. In a recent official census at 
one of the three large ports it was found 
that, of 6,200 ratings, one-sixth had 
passed the standard, and 1,295 had not 
gone ‘beyond the provisional test. The 
test is by no means severe, and it appears 
very probable that any score of boys 
taken at random from a public elementary 
school, with the regular training now 
given them. would beat in the water any 
equal number of men taken indiscrimi- 
nately from the fleets. 


The America’s Cup. 


Sir Thomas Lipton will sail for the 
United States next month, and on arrival 
he will lose no time in presenting person: 
ally another challenge for a fresh 
America's Cup contest. He will discuss 
with the New York Yacht Club the 
question whether competing yachts ought 
to be of a smaller and less expensive type 
than those which have taken part In 
recent races.

BOYS ORDERED OUT 
IN NIGHT ATTIRE. 


UNPROVOKED OUTRAGE 
IN CO. LOUTH.

DROGHEDA; Monday. 

HORTLY after midnight last night a 

party of Baden-Powe!! (Protestart) 
Boy Scouts, camping out at MeClintock’s 
estate, near Dunleer, Co. Louth, were at- 
tacked by twenty armed men,-who set fire 
to the wooden hut in which the boys were 
camping and destroyed all their equipment 
and belongings. The boys, who numbered 
fifteen, were all retired for the night, when 
they heard a commotion outside. 


CAMP SURROUNDED. 


The elder lads, who awakened, went out- 
side, to find that the camp was surrounded 
by a large party of armed men. ~° The 
raiders ordered the elder boys out of the 
hut. While one section of the raiders kept 
the boys covered with revolvers another 
party of them set fire to the hut with the 
aid of petrol, and the little structure, with 
the boys’ beds and other belongings, was 
quickly reduced to ashes. The raiders 
fired several shots, both at: the scene of 
the outrage and in passing through the 
countryside when they were .leaving. 


The raiders came in two: motor cars, 
which, it is thought, may have been com- 
mandeered. Some of the Scouts received 
minor burns when attemptimg to rescue 
some of their little belongings, but apart 
from that none of them was injured. 


SCOUT-MASTER’S STORY. 


When I visited the Boy Scout camp this 
morning I found the ashes of a large log 
hut. situated in the most beautiful sur- 


roundings on the McClintock estate, which 
formerly belonged to the late Lord Rath- 
donnell, and near the ruins were some 
Scouts searching through the _ déhbris.

“UNDER ORDERS.” 


Then one of the Scouts asked, “ What 
is the big idea?’’ and the leader of the 
gang replied, ‘‘We are acting under orders. 
You will know all about it next Saturday.” 
The masked men then proceeded to disturb 
the younger Scouts, who were still asleep 
in another tent ; but when asked not to do 
so by Mr. White, they agreed to leave them 
alone, and the leader at this time repri- 
manded one of his followers for using 


obscene language. 


to leave their shirts in the hut, tins of 
petrol were thrown over it and it was set 
on fire by the raiders, who then left the 
camp, warning the Scouts not to move for 
two hours. As they left in the direction of 
the road, several shots were’ fired by them, 
and for nearly half an hour afterwards 
shots were heard in the distance, followed 
by the sound of starting motor cars. 


BOYS NOT FRIGHTENED. 

The raiders asked for arms before they 
burned the hut, and, on being given some 
air rifles used by the Scouts,. they put 
them into the hut to be burned. The Scout- 
master told me that the Scouts were not 
frightened by the occurrence, but added

The 
news of .the Government’s resignation 
failed to cause any repercussions of any 
moment. eis ho Ie 
Sterling keeps very steady. It opened 
at 4.851 dollars, sagged temporarily to 
4.851# dollars, and then recovered, closing 
at 4.85+% dollars. ' 
The-evening papers are featuring the 
crisis on their front pages, with glaring 
headlines, and photographs of the politi- 
cal Jeaders. The general tone of the com- 
ment is very friendly, anu inclined to 
optimism. 


THE SUPPORT OF STERLING. 


There have been persistent reports here, 
supposed to come from London, that the 
recent two hundred and fifty million 
application is being made for further 
large credits to support sterling. 

The New York Times this morning, 
commenting on this report, said that, 
although it was understood that the Bank 
of England liad drawn heavily upon the 
credit, no formal application for addi- 
tional accommodation had been made, and 
that so far as could be learned, no nego- 
tiations had been initiated. 

To-day questions were put to influen- 
tial bankers regarding the matter, and 
they said they had heard of no request 
for any further credit for the Bank ct 
England, but they thought one could be 
arranged forthwith, though it was 
acknowledged that the balancing of the 
Budget might facilitate matters. 


SUGGESTION OF “PEGGING.” 


There is a great diversity of opinion 
as to whether sterling is now being 
‘““pegged.’’ Some hold that the compara- 
tive stability of the pound sterling, in 
spite of the crisis in Great Britain, in- 
dicates that this is being done. 

Of the many views and opinions being 
put forward, perhaps, the most interest- 
ing is that of one of Wall Stteet’s most 
prominent bankers, who, in a quite in- 
formal statement, said that he thought 
the British situation was being greatly 
exaggerated to serve the ends of party 
politics. 

That there is no paraliel between the 
British and German situations is emphati- 
cally the view of banking circles here. 

Bankers interested in short term credits 
to Germany met at the Federal Reserve 
Bank to-day to consider the cabled reports 
from the Bale Experts’ Committee. 

Nothing official is forthcoming, but the 
belief is expressed in some quarters that 
authorisation will be given for signing, on 
behalf of American bankers, the accept- 
ance of the terms for. the renewal of 
German credits as proposed by the 
experts’ report. 


MR. MELLON’S RETURN. 


Immediately on landing on his return 
from Europe to-day Mr. Mellon hurried 
to the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
where he had a conference with Mr. 
Harrison, the Governor.

With the exception of the Socialist 
Vorwaerts, the Berlin newspapers agree 
‘that the fall of the Macdonald Cabinet 
has been brought about by the Premier’s 
Party, and some of them talk of ‘‘ the red 
tape policy of the trades unions which, 
fearing for the integrity of the unemploy- 
ment doles, are unable to rise to the 
greater demands of the day.” 

The Germania, which frequently voices 
the views of Chancellor Bruening, is par- 
ticularly struck by the exemplary attitude 
of the Oppositicn in fhaid, from which 
the so-called German national Opposition 
should learn a most valuable lesson. 

The Nationalist Deutsche Zeitung takes 
the opportunity to attack the British 
trades unions, whose prestige abroad, it 
believes, will suffer, “as their high 
political standard has been shaken, and 
the obstinacy they have displayed during 
the past days has not been understood.’’

The jury in the Mungana Mines case re- 
turned a verdict for the defendants—one of 
whom is Mr. Theodore—on all counts, with 
costs fas briefly announced in. the. later 
editions of the /rish T'imes yesterday]. 

This case, which was heard by Sir James 
Blair,.the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Queensland, was brought by the Govern- 
ment of Queensland against Mr. Theodore, 
a former State Premier; and now Common- 
wealth Treasurer; Mr. McCormack, also a 
former State Premier; Mr. P. Goddard, a 
mine manager, and his partner, Mr. Reid, 
who were charged with fraudulent conspiracy 
in the purchase by the Government in 1920 
of the ne Mines for the sum of £40,909. 

Damages amounting to £30,000 were 
claimed by the Government, who, in the 
course of the court proceedings, claimed: that

HILE Free State civil servants are 
W protesting against the “ cuts” in 
their bonus scale, Northern Ireland 
civil servants are nursing a double grievance. 
Not only have their bonuses also suffered a 
reduction, but their expenses have been in- 
creased by the removal of the Northern 
Government’s headquarters to the new Par- 
liament buildings at Stormont, over two miles 
from Belfast, 

Building operations at Stormont have now 
reached thelr peng | stages, and, although ' 
Parliament will not begin its sittings there 
until next year, Civil Service staffs have been 
transferred there from their former offices in 
the old Presbyterian College, which now con 
tains the two Houses of Parliament. 


THE ADDITIONAL EXPENSE, 

“This causes serious inconvenience to civil 
servants,’ I was told by a member of one 
of the departments. '' Apart from the fact 
that we have the long journey to and from 
our work, those who live in Belfast (as nearly 
all of us do) have had our expenses increased 
by about ten shillings a week.. The distance 
is too great to allow us to go home at 
midday, and, therefore, we have to buy lunch 
wp Se on top of travelling expenses. 

“ Many of those who come by train to 
Belfast every day are still more incon- 
ven‘enced by having to allow for the journey 
between the city and Stormont. It is too late 
now, of course, to protest against the situa- 
tion of our offices, but most of us feel very 
strongly, although no active protest has been 
made yet, that we should be compensated in 
some way for our additional out-of-pocket 
expenses.”’ 

or is resentment confined solely to civil 
servants. One M.P. who sits on the Govern- 
ment benches remarked to me that it was 
hard to understand why such a site should 
have been selected for the meetings of Par- 
liament, when it would have been possible to 
get a site somewhere in the city. 


POOR M.P.’S HANDICAP. 

“Why could we not have had a central 
situation, like that obtained for the new Law 
Courts?” he asked. ‘‘ Certainly, economy is 
not the reason, for, to judge by the money 
that has: been spent on Stormont, expense is 
no object at all. The new buildings are very 
handsome ahd dignified, but many of us 
would have welcomed a plainer building, 
which would be rather more accessible. 

“ For the majority of the members, includ- 
ing Ministers, it will make no difference, as 
they can travel by car, but for the poorer 
members it will be rather important. It is 
against the democratic tendency of removing 
as many as possible of the handicaps which

In these days of stage productions one 
cannot always take the description of any 
piece for granted, but the piece of work 
which George Arthurs and Arthur Miller 
have labelled a farce, under the title

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BRITISH COAL 
OUTPUT. 


14,000,000 TONS DOWN ON 


: THE YEAR.

It is far from e bright picture of the coal 
mining industry of Great Britain which is 
depicted ‘in the report for 1930, issued yester- 
day by the Secretary for Mines. 

During the early months of last year the 

activity which marked the ccal trade during 
1929 was maintained, after which the output 
declined. Abroad the position in some of the 
principal coal-producing countries was worse 
than in Great Britain. 
“The reduced demand for British coal.’’ 
it is stated, “ which was largely the result 
of the world-wide industrial depression ex- 
perienced during the year, affected both 
home consumption and _ exports. nearly 
equally. But in spite of this, and of an in- 
crease in colliery stocks, prices generally 
were a little higher, particularly in export 
markets. 


THE TOTAL OUTPUT. 


Further progress has been made during 
the year in the amalgamation of collierv 
undertakings, 88 pits, normally employing 
46,500 workers, being involved. 

The output of coal in Great Britain during 

was nearly 244,000, tons, or 
14,000,000 tons less than in 1929, when the 
output was in excess of the recent average. 
The decline was relatively greatest in the 
principal exporting districts. i 

Shipments during last year of British coa 
abroad—including foreign bunkers and the 
equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel 
exported—amounted to 75,000,000 tons, or 
7,000,000 less than in 1929. ' 

Sir Henry Walker, Chief Inspector of 
Mines, in his report states that the number 
of persons killed in the coal mines during 
1930 was 1,013, and the number of injured 
166,281.

THREE CARS A MINUTE. 


“On Saturday the service from Castle 
Junction to Dundonald, which normally con- 
sists of about twenty cars, consisted of 
something between 120 and 140 cars. In 
addition, we made artangéments for a 
&pecial service from Mountpottinger Corner, 
which is some distance from Castle Junction, 
to Dundonald for the convenience of pas- 
sengers along the route, who would have had 
no chance otherwise of getting on the 
crowded cars. Our full fleet consists of 
about 360 cars. 

‘‘ When the Dundonald line was electrified 
in 1905 there was no suspicion that it would 
ever be called upon to copé with such a 
rush as is experienced on motor race dates, 
and only a five minutes’ service was pro- 
vided for. During a great part of perme 4 
morhing we were running cars at interv 
of only twenty or thirty séeconds.”’ 


NO NIGHT SERVICE. 


Major McCreary remarked that, relying on 
pes expérience, no night services were tuh 
efore the race, as was done in the earliest 
years of the race, but a five minutes’ service 
was. begun at half past six in the morning 
for the benefit of early spectators, and from 
haif past seven onwards arrangements had 
been made for a one minute service. This, 
however, was found to be inadequate, and 
up to eleven o'clock the supply of cars had 
to be doubled, and sometimes trebled. 

From then on a full service was main- 
tained, and a constant flow of outward pas- 
sengers was carried until about four o’clock, 
shortly after which the exodus from the 
course back to the city commenced. 


TWO MILES OF TRAMS. 


In order to cope with this rush, said Major 
McCreary, a line of cars two milés long had 
been assembled at Dundonald. 

Intensive preparations were necessary 

during the week preceding the race to deal 
with such a situation, and Major McCreary 
stated that the repair shops had been 
working at the highest pressure’ in 
order to get every available caf into 
service. Not only were men employed 
in the shops working overtime, but 
experienced men who were normally 
employed in the dépéts were brought into the 
shops as reinforcements, either for repair 
work or to carry out the rigorous tests which 
were imposed to reduce the risk of break- 
downs to a minimum. 
To ensure the success of such an effort, 
perfect co-operation was necessary, not only 
between the various departments of the trdm- 
ways undertaking, but also with the electri- 
city department of the Corporation, which 
supplies the current. To prove that this had 
been attainéd, Major McCreary mentionéd 
that not a single mechanical or electrical 
breakdown had occurred on the whole service 
throughout the day. 


ORDINARY FARES. 


Although the Corporation has special 
powérs in such an event to demand increased 
fares—a privileze of which advantage is fre- 
quently taken by other municipalities—Major 
McCreary pointed out that in this case the 
normal maximum fare of twopence for the 
two-and-a-half miles run, with half fares for 
children under fourteen, was adhered to, in 
view of the large number of passengers 
carried,
